Suffering and Struggling Greeks.—The atiempts which the 
Counien,and others Treasary prints are making to eaciic a pre- 
jadice acainet the suffering end stragciing Greeks, are sbso- 
lutely disgusting. [tis net enouch, itscoms, that we have ex- 
pended eight headred millions in igbting the batiles of the Bour- 
pons of France god Spein, and of his Holiness the Pope: we 
mast also take the Grand Seignior and the, Koran into our 
special protection! The excoses set ap by Ministers in the 
House, apd by their trampeters ogt of deors, for their can- 
dect en this eceasicn, are precisely what might have been 
expected —false, jespitics!, and abserd, [i is affirmed, that 

_ tee Greeks have commitied eqoal crucitics with the Turks; 
and that if we were to laterfere for the sete of bamsa- 
pity, the descendants of Orumax would have quite es good 
a right to elsim eve protection as the descendants of Ro- 
caares and Piste! But s thoesend contradictions. from thoi 
whe were present, beve been given to the accounts ia the 
Coenren respecting the erecities allered te have heen commit. 
ted by the Greeks at Trinolinas ; and ne ene dare deny that the 
late ex¥oution of the Greek hostages at Constantineple, after 
the @ieenere of their Grunirymen at Scio, was an act of the 
most Wenten, crateiteus, and detestable harbarity. Admit. 
ting, however, thet all the steries rerarding the eructties of the 
Gvrerks ase truce te the very letter, sti] we eoatend, that thet 


cirpamstases ought mot, asd will cot prejadise them in the : 
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entimation of any reasonable pereop. to what gituation do 
the Greeks etaud? Have they revolied egeinat a legitimate 
goreroment —against a government that secured either thes 
property, their persone, or their religion from attack’ Noe 
eveb thing. Allegiance is only dee where protection is given ; 
bat most certainly the Graeks have never heen protected hy 
the Tarks; The latter were Asiatic barbarians when thay 
arossed the Hellespont, more than four handred yeara since, 
and aach they continge to this bor. They have not amalgame- 
ted .with the original inhahitents: they have mot treated those 
they conquered as subjoots, bat as slaves; they have subjected 
them to every species of indignity, oppression. and abuse : they 
have given the maanest mosalman authority to beat them like 
docs ¢ they have tern their sons from their arms to make them 
jaciaarios.. gad they have forced their daaghtera to minister to 
the bratal teste of the Grand Soignior and bis Pashas; they 
have, by their acbitrary exactions, robbed them of their wealth, 
and extinguished their indastry : and they have trampled their 
religion and the cross of Cuaset wader foot! Rebellion is ia 
sacha rese entirely oat of the question. The duration of an 
shes cancot be arged in its justification. The Greeks Rave at 
this moment the seme right to expel the Turks from Barope, 
that their ancestors had the moment after they obtained posses- 
siow of Constantiaeple. Jo (act, there never has beca bal one 
reproach against the Grorks ; “ Why do yeu pot tise opan your 
oppreasere I! They have wiped away this reprosch. They have 
risen, anid. with cenparien of bloedshed, marder, and rapine to 
avenge, they would have been infinitely more than men, had they 
at setaliaied op their ruthless oppressors, aad made them feel 
that jastioe had awaked from her trance —that the hear of ven- 
geance sod retribution was come |! No people planed in similar 
rircumstances could have displaved less ervelty than the Greeks. 
The prevecations they have had woold have justified them in 
patting every Tork that fell lato thelr hands to the sword; and 
the wonder really is, not that they have gqmmitted atrocities, 
but that they bave commitied so few.

who are s0 fond of proclaiming Greek excesses to the world

ention of the very individuals who procured him a throne! Hare 
the Treasury prints stigmatized the murder of the Protesieais in 
the Depariment ef the Gard! Or have they eves atiered one s0- 
litary sentence in condemeation of the praseription of the Pets - 
ots of Naples end Piedmont! We.—Theae were the aots of 
despote—of Holy Legguers, or their Satetlites; and, therefore, 
they were sare to be, by these independent and honest 
journals, Bat shen the descendants of that illestrions people, 
te whem we awe our aris, leiiers, and ciciligstion, endeevowr fo 
vindleate their natural and isberent rights, fo relieve (hemselves 
from the mest shicet vassalage and thraldom, and te avenge thelr 
inaemerable wrongs, jhey are to be assailed with every epithet of 
vulgar abuse, sod are to be represenied aa totally epdesecving of 
that assistance we have sforded @ Hindeos, Negroes, and Mu 


: vites' Neither, we regret to say, bas thie detestable esni, this 


jesuitical aBectauon of nentrality, boom witheys efeni, 
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apathy with which the British publichave viewed the glorious 
aed noble stroggie now making by the Greeks, is the most 
disgraceful and damning circumstance in the bistery of the 
country. Apeople Sghting sword ia band against & 

horde, to recover freedom, are not, as some amongst us bave 
had the assarance to say, a debased people. Bat those who de 
pot wish for the triamph of the cress over the crescent, whe 
do not espouse the cause of the oppressed agaist the eppressors, 
who do not sympathise with the sufferings, aod endeavour to 
seoure the triemph of the Greeks, are thoroughly and completely 
debased, The souls of such persons are already enslaved ; and 
they will not meet their deserts, ifthey are sot made the victimes 
of a worse despotism, if it were possible to conceive a worse, 
than that to which the Greeks have been snbjceted.—Se-toman. 


Greek Question. —The Greek Question was brought on the night 
of the 17th of Jaly, before the House of Lords by the Bari Gaos- 
vEnon, who expressed himself with respect to the Turks in lan- 
goage such as became an Baglish Nobleman. He bad ne doubt, 
he said, that though there might have been some craelties com- 
mitted by theGreeks, “they wore infaitely oxceeded by the hor- 
sible atrocities committed by that detested race, the Torks.” Ia 
fact, as is well observed by M. Rarvrenet, an cye-witoess of the 
principal cireamstances, in his candidly witten Histoire des Beéne- 
mens de la Grice reoontly published, the crucitios of the Greeks are 
attributable solely to the Torks, “How could (he says) the Greeks 
show themselves generous and magnanimous towards monsters, 
who woald only have paid these benefits by the blackest ingrati- 
tude? The known cbharserier of the Terks cenid only give to this 
ware degree of anherrd-of violence ; if the Greeks wished to 
escape death themselves, they were obliged to sacrifice their ene- 
mies; by sparing « single Ottoman, the Greek was sure, in some 
sort, that he was assassinating a Groek, as the Barbarian, on 
escaping death, thought only of the means of destroying his be- 
mefactor.”— Hie Lordship deemed the formation of an indepen- 
dent Greck State the best means of preventing Rassia from ear. 
rying her ambitious views into exeention, because, thoagh that 
Power might casity deprive the Turks of their possessions, wore 
it to set ite foot within the confines of fodependent Greece the 
whole of its gigantic Ggare would be paralysed. His Lordship 
alluded to the Tarkish frigate now fitting to oor ports, and man- 
ning with Bagtish seamen, and to the repert thet the anfortanate 
Sciot hostages had been guaranteed by the Boglish Ambassador 
at Constantinople, and concladed with a motion for Copies or 
Extracts of Dispatches from the British Minister at Constantina- 
ple respecting the murder of these hostages. 

Lord Liveeroot admitted, that the conduct of the Turkish 
Government in exeoe ting the Sciot hostages was most Magitious 
and observed, thatevery one who knew Lord Staancroap, woold 


readily believe that bis hamanity woold prompt him to use all that : 


personal inflaence which cicemstances might have givea bim 
with the Turkish Government to prevent it; bet if the motion was 
passed, the humanity of Lord Stanorono would, io future, be of 
no avail, as the Terkish Government woald pay a0 attention to 
any of bis representations, and “ the misery of the anbappy Greeks 
would be otill further increased.” He gave a new version 
to the affair of the Tarkish (frigate, and stated, that an application 
—-made to allow her to teke oa board ammunition and warlike 
stores—hed beca absolately rofased. His Lordship made strong 
professions of the strictest meutrality, aed, epon the whole, bie 
Speech was mach mere reconeileable with the idea of such a neu- 
trality than that of Lord Lenponpeany’s the other aight. 


Lerd Howtann observed, if there existed a suspicion that 
Great Britain, either direetly of indirectly, abetted these whe 
kept in slavery the fairest portion of the globe, it became the 
duty of Partiament to viedicate the country, and of his Majes- 
ty's Miaisters to vindicate themselves, from so disgraceful an im- 
putation; aod he demanded & more setisfactory answer to the 
question respecting the guarantee of the British Authorities 
Lord Livenroot said that no guarentee was ever civen. There 
might, however, be what amousied toe cunrantce, ba the opinion 
ef the Sciote, , the ecommenication to them by his Lord- 
whip of the Tar promise that they should be safe. We cannot 
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belp thinking, that if a question had been shaped with « view te 
ascertain whether asy sach communication bad been made, it 
could not have been so easily answered. 


‘The subject of the Turkish Frigate was also mentioned in the 
Howse of Commons by Colonel Davies. We shell take a fetare 
opportasity of commenting a little on the Ministerial statements 
im both Houses with respect to this subject. 

Mr! Hope —We masiagaic retarn to bestow our meed of 
praise on the lenity shown by the House of Commens to Mr. 
Hope, io dismissing bim from the bar w itbout reprimand er ad. 
monition, and bail this instance of lasdable forbearance as the 
commencement of a new cra in Parliamentary privilege. The 
house, in its late egamination of the principle of criminal law, 
bas been brought to the admission that severity of punishment 
is not always the best mode of deterring from ‘offences; and on 
this principle it has meritorioesly, aod highly to its owe credit, 
begun to act on the present cocasion. After voting that a very 
foolish and intemperate letter was a breach of privilege—afuee 
lseving Spesker’s warrants, and despatching messengers in post- 
chaises to disturb the dinner-parties of gentlemen north of the 
Tweed, we were weak enough to apprebend that the person whe 
was thes denounced asa violator of Parliamentary rights, and 
paraded 400 miles to answer for his condect, woald either have 
been subjected to a severe censure, or kept ia custedy: till he 
apologised. We remembered instances of mach less Bagrancy 
where sach an alternative would have been thought ao act of 
meroj—we remembered cases where Newgate was the first sng- 
geation that occurred to the minds of honourable members after 
a resolation similar to that of Wedaecsday—we remembered ex 
amples where imprisonment was awarded withoat even hearing 
explanations—aod we therefore trombled for some severity of 
infliction on Mr. Hope, consoling ourselves only with the ides, 
that the prorogation was pear, aod that his confinement coald aat 
of course be of long daration. We bave therefore been agreeably 
disappointed by the late decision,—by the recent mitigation of 
the criminal code of Parliament,—by heasiog an vameaning 
expression of regret, coupled with a beld re-assertion of the 
offending statements, eagerly laid bold of by the House in its 
tender mercies ag & sufficient atonement for its vielated privile- 
get, while honourable Members on one side cheered the offen- 
der at the conclasion of bis jestiication, asifbe hed made sn 
eloqaent maidea speech in their sapport. 


We hope that soch indelgence will not be thrown away on 
the young advocate; and we are the more induced to express 
this hope, from remembering that be is the same chivalrous gen- 
tleman who last year vodertook the same jouraey, and travelled 
with the same expedition, sette ebey the Speaker's warrant, 
bat to call om an bovourable member for an explanation regard- 
ing some alleged expressions supposed to reBect on bis father's 
judicial condoct, If the father should in feiure settle by proxy 
affairs of honour with Members of the House, and the son be 
allowed to violate privilege with imponity, we shall then with- 
draw our high respect for the late decision—oar profound admi- 
ration of Parliamentary iadalgence. Ti is romoared, that in the 
chronique standalewe of Edinbargh, there is @ story of a venera- 
bie Lord President of the same name having refased, when in the 
same situation, aad with the same prospects as “this youdg man, 
to give satisfection to a gentleman whom he bad offended, and of 
having in the coarse language of a satiriea!l poem, poblished at the 
time, “ made bis gown a sheliering petticoat.” This venerable 
Judge, who, like Hudibras, 

“ Groat on the bench, great ia the saddle,” 
is still Colonel of the Ediebetgh Volanteers, and who, in the late 
radical alarms, used to deseead from bis militery command in 
the Castle to administer civil justice in the court (as if Lord 
Chief Justice Abbott were to proceed in regimentals from the 


> Tower to Westmiester-ball), probably foresaw at tbe bar bis fe- 


; ture elevation to the bench, and did met wish to do any thing &* 


an advocate, ineonsistent with bis anticipated gravity as « jeder. 
If this young gentieman is as weasly connected with the President 
as be is repured, then bis Gery disposition may be scgquated Mer 
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as the eceumalated courage of twogenerations, which has descead- 
ed te him like a reversionary estate, increased by the saviegs of the 
Yast posscaer. Tt is the more necessary on this aceoaal to carb 
Wt: and therefore we wish that bis present compulsory journey to 
the capital, and the genera! coudemoation of bis conduct in the 
prosecution of Borthwick, may have « greater effect on bis tem- 
per than was indicated by bis slight expressions of regret at tbo 
par of the Hease. , 
‘With regard to the nature of the prosecation to which we 


have alluded —the conduct of the law officers of Scotland is re-. 


ation to the press—and the substantial accuracy as well as 
great ability of Mr. Aberoromby’s statement, there cannot new 
remain a momecot’s doubt. The facts denied by Mr. Hope and 
Mr. Measies have nathieg to do with the merite of the case io 
which the denial is made, while their admissions are every thing 
that could be desired by the friends of inquiry. If is to be bep- 
ed that that inquiry will immediately be proseeated—that satis- 
factory redress will be procured for the aggrieved—that exem- 
plary will be inflicted on the wrong doers, and that 
the system of private slander, defamation, acd calamey, which 
bas led to such fatal consequeaces, bat which has received so 
timely a check, having ceased and been put down, our fellow- 
subjects norih of the Tweed may, in the langaage of Lord Cla- 
rendes, “ be restored to their primitive temper and integrity, to 
their old good mancers, their eld good humour, aod their old 
good oatere.”-—Time, -

sow, on the score of his wife's deficiencies, Ho now appears in 
the feiness of his quilt, without a shadow of excuse for his atroet 
ties. It is a misfortene for Cinti, aed for as, that she has nota 
voice of mere power, lor With ite agreeable quality af tone, ihe per- 
fection to which she bas arrived ia execution, and the sefined taste 
sho always exhibits, she would be one of the greatest singers we 
ever beard with that reiefercement. Neves did the trie of ” Pro. 
tegga fi questo cielo” produce hall the effcet that is eG given te 
it by ber and her able assistants, Madame Roosi sad Signor Beg 
sea. [i seems resolved upes sot to give us the treat of seeing Ma- 
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dame Ronsi in Zerlina, a character so precisely adapted to ber ad- 
mirable powers as an actress and siager, (hat we implore Mademe 


Camporese to resica it, and resame the part of Donna Anna, 


whichis mech more suited (6 her stayed apprarence, then the 
giddy, thoughtless coentry girl, What is the reason too that 
Carioai is not the Don Ottavio! With these changes the opera 
would be complete, Such exqeisite music as this great work 


contains from Gret to fast, should at least be played with the fall- 


est strength of the company, who might creditably have shewn

A new ballet, called Le Petit Ceperon Rouge, has been broaght 
forward, whieh, with the exeeption of the sorprising flight of 
Mons.

A Narrative of the Lows of the Honorable Company's Ship Regen, 
on Luban Island, near Manilla, on the et of November 1822. 





The Reaewt, ome of the direst Ships of the present season, 
sailed from the Downs on Sunday ithe 28ib of April, and arrived 
at Madeira on Sanday the }d:h ef May following, baving beea 
ebliged to put in there to step « teak im the eounter, which 
threateaed the dolog mech mischief to the Honorable Company's 
Cargo; aad having effceted the same, sailed in proseeation of hor 
voyage on the 16th followiag. 


Qa the 1216 of June found the maia mast badly spruaz, when 
8 conteliation of the Offeers was beid thereon, Lat. 1t* 67’ 6. 
Leng. 26° 26° W. commenced fishing and securing the mast for 
present safety: the Carpenter being of opinion of the impossibi- 
ity of pasting it ia @ Gt condition te take the Sbip round the 
Cape. 

On the 17th of Jane the mast complaining and working 
much, beld a second consultation of the Officers: who were se- 
verally of opinion, that vo alternative was left te the bearing ap for 
Rio Janciro—the Ship was now in Lat. 1° 1% 3, Lows. 30° 49 
W. We arrived at Rie Jancire on the Dtth of June, and from 
the prompt assistance received from Commedore Sir Thomas 
Hardy, whe, Captain WYorfor immediately referred himself to, 
the mast was Gehed and the Ship enabled to proceed epon her 
voyage on the 34 of July. On the 12th of Sepiember arrived at 


Anjer, te Gil ap the water and procare refreshaicats. On the 71h 
tuled for China, 


On the 3d of October Palo Aor N. W. j N. 7 or 8 Icecnes 
aad from the lateness of the season, Copteia Norfor adopted the 
passage by the Eestern rout eof the China Seas, and steered 
scoordingly, passiag between the middie and South Avambas, 
ond to the Southward of Low Islaed, when 3 or 4 miles distance, 
Ctteovered a shoal, seeing the rocks onder the Ship's bot- 
tom; at @ A. M. hove to and sounded in 9 fathoms, lowered down 
the quarter Boats and sent the 24 aod 4th Officers to sound, they 
reperted o@ (their return, having sounded in § fethoma; this shoal 
is} amilein extent, and bears from the body of Lew Island 
EB by 3 { S. eed epon which ia blowing weather must be very 
Sasafe, it is not iaid dewa in any of the Charts on board the 
Recent, and Captain Nerfor considers it a new discovered dan- 
tee. From Low Island we passed to the North ward of the Priend. ; 
thp ead Louisa shoals, leaviog tbe Royal Charlotte, shoal Viper, ¢ 
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Doabtfal shoal, and Seahorse te the Noethward; dering our run 
fromihke Apembes between the shoals we had much rain wiih, 
squaily aod aasetiied weather. 


Oa the tith of Ootober at day-light, when considering car 
selves not ander 15 leagucs from the breakers, laid down ef the 
West Point of Palawan, we unexpooiedly saw the laad through 
the beso, just at the dawa of day; it was the 9d Officer's watoh 
en deck, who informed tho Captain, when he was instantly at 
the lee caogway, the bauds were turned out to trim sails more 
expeditiously, and when in the act ef rounding to, the ship 
streck woos a Coral Bank iv 4) fathoms ; she immediately forced 
herself over inte deeper water, bat anforiunately with the loss 
of hee rudder, which broke adrift from the ship;—the best bower 
anehor wes imanidiately let go with 100 fathems of ebain, whon 
the ship brought ep heavy by the mast within a eable’s leagth 
of tho bank she strack upon, ead surreanded by breakers 
extending in a semicircle in the N, W. distancefrom 2 to 3 miles ; 
tive anchor was let ge ia 30 fathoms, dropped the email bower 
ander foot, furied sails, sent dowa topgaliant yards and masts, 
oleared the tops, and otherwise ensed tho strein upen the cable hy 
pointiag the yards to the wind; it wae blowing fresh at the time 
from the 3. W, with a heavy greand ewell, and the Ship was here 
preserved, from the goodness of the chain, whieh was owe of Brun- 
tes and Middletoe's;—our small bower, a hemp cable, which was 
new, was cut through by the recks, aad bad the chain not 
held on, the Ahip mest have drifted upon the broske:s astern, 
as from the fouluess of the botiom, little hopes could be enter- 
tained of the remaining aachora and cables saving the Bhip; but 
it eas eo ordained by the sill of Providence, that the Reount and 
her Crew were to be rescued from (he present danger to oneownter 
others still more distressing. 


We remained at sncheor fitting a temporary radder till the Git 
of October, having seeared it to the stera on the precediag evening; 
it was made out of a spare topmast and attached to the sera by 
a lower cap fited with gaye, We steored by the tiller in the 
genrcom ae bolere, with the ebee! ropes aitached, aod it answered 
the best cupectations of the Captain, who purposes giving pub- 
lieityto ite constraction, Alter extrienting the ship (rom this perit- 
ous situation, aed standing off from the land with o light breese 
distance off shore 7 leagues Lat. by noon observation & 96’ the 
ship again struck upoa ea bawk of Coral and lifted her temporary 
rudder, but did no further lajary than displaciag the chooks

At day-light to the morning it was blowing « fresh gale, when 
we saw Goat Island, on the lee bow, the ship nearing it fast and 
Withost any chaneo of weathcring it. Al about 7 a. w. when 
having seared it withia about 2 miles, aad the ship not wearing 
Gul away the misen mast, but which did get the least assist her — 
kept the lead going aod when within a quarter of a mile of heavy

through the poop deck, but did no further injury, wowe of the 
qrew being burt fhrom OP. m, till midnight blowing very heavy 
ead the ship stikiug ne the wind shifted to the westward. At 
midnight, when pampieg the ship of, she streck very heavy, 
aheking the whole frame so violently that the meno rae op from 
the pempe, end by the time the Carpenter could get te sound the 
well, thore was three feet water in the hold, - 


The Captain now consulted the opinion of bis Officers for 
the best plan to be adopted for the general safety, and v hew taking 
inte consideration the present state of the sbip aad riding by her 
last anchor, it was deomwed advisable te pets spring apoo the 
sheci cable end cast the ship's hoad in shore, whieh wae done at | 
A. M. 08 the let of Nevomber ; the sheet cable was much i»jared 
by the ebaia, aod from the wind baaling to the westward and oc- 
easional changing, vo that ihe ship rode with her stera from the 
rocks ; bad the cable parted ia this position the Ship mast have 
drifted owl to sen ie a sieking state, whea all on beard mast have 
porished. 


Tho galecontinved with great violence the two following days, 
the sea breaking ower the stern and poop of the ship, Twe refis 
left the ship, whee anfortanstely we lost (We third Officer and 
three of the Crew, after which we got a rope on shore, which was 
made fast to the wreck of foremast, having eut away the seid 
maston the 24 insteat; the ship opeving at the gangwaye, 
oarried owl the bite of the shere rope to the bowspritead and 
hove @ (aught strain @pou it, when several of the erew landed 
from the wreck, and by which coorveyance oaly ove life was lost. 


Oa the Sth the Captain weal on shore ; on the Tih the Coptein 
weot elongside on a canoe, being the Arat the weather bad per~ 
mitted to goof to the wreck, bat from the sea running alougside 
the ship, did pot goon board. The following day the weather 
beeame more moderate, when a commensication wes opened be- 
tween the ship ead the shore, which the heavy state of the wea. 
ther prevented at aa earlier period. From the prompt sssiat- 
ance rendered to the Captain ig the discharge of bis duty by the 
Governor of Manilla, a great part of the Héworable Cotmpany's 
cargo is already saved, as wellas mech of the private trade, bet 
beth of whichare ia a very damaged state. 

TMs ship le now fy ing a periect wreck, without any chance 
of her coming of. Laban Island is sitaated about 80 miles from 
the city of Manilla, aad which at the present teasas it takes 
a fortnight to commanicate with, whieh is attended with great 
lose and inconvenience te the property saved.

T have read the Letters ia your Miscetleny, writtea by 
Pao Bove Poviico, Six, Shuler, and Tortie, respecting the 
Bearers whe ply for hire. Tt appears to me, the only method ef : 
eradicating the evil complained of, is, that the Police should be 
diveeted by the Government to cetablish Twelve of more Stations, 
wuh a Sirdar to cach, who should be saswerable for the supply 
of Bearers; a! the established regulation price, as qeoted by 
Pussico, Juwer. The Head Sirdar of each of the Seations 
to be aneweorsble for the ceed conduct of these be gives: 
aud avy Bearer er set of Beararea offering himself or ibem- 
selvea for hire at any other places than: these Axed ander thé 
Sirdara, to be taken wp aed punished by the Pelee, for vielat- 
ing the Regelations established. At present there is ne modé 
of bringing Ticka Bearers or even Servants to punishment for 
effcnces they may commit, They immediately abseood, mix with 
the erowd, and are ne more to be keewa or distingeished, Bet 
thie ie aot all, if a mae heppees to get bold of such aed prefers & 
complaint and the party is punished, the complainant is sure ever 
to got avother Bearer, for the word is passed through the whole 
fraternity never te serve him.

lish a method of care for it, by a medicine which is always at 
hand, and which the destor bas offen tried, and sever found it

If the patients are pot too mack exhagsied before he is call- 
ed, he makes them drink heartily of warm water, three or four 
times, whieh they always throw ap; this dilotes, and by this 
means blagte the acrimony of the hamours, and a\ (hocame time 
evacentes them. Immediately sfier, be adviens them te drink 
pleatifally of a decoction of eat-bread, baked without say leven 
er yest, carefully toasted, as browe an coffee, hat not barnt, 
which decoction oaght to be of the soloar ef coffee when it in 
weak.

The following account of the Self-Sacrifice of a Haman 
Beiag at Ooncar Mandatis, on the Narbadda, is at your service 
for tesertion in your Jounmat, either the whole of a part, or to bo 
omitted altogether if not consideret of sufficient interest, 


Ia November last, at the Annual Mela or Bair held at Ooncar 





Mandatta, on the Nurbudde, a young man of low easte came from 


Ovgein to the abovementioned place, for the parpese of devoting 
himecif at the shrine of Bhyroo, by leaping from a Rook which 
overhangs the Nerbuddsa. The deluded Fanatic was about 20 
years of age, without friends or connections, to attach him te life. 
He displayed from the Grst the most determined Ormn-ss, aod 
although every attempt was made to dissuade him from his pur- 
pose, by offers of a provision fer life, he remsiaed anshaken, 
and entertaining at one time some apprehension that force 
would be resorted to, he threatened to destroy himself wiih a 
knife, which he constantly carried about his person. 


The acoount giveo by this deladed wretch ef the motives 
which indgoed him to sacrifice himself was nearly as follows: 
He atated that about six weeks before his arrival at Qenoar 
while sleeping sear a temple in the vicinity of Ougeip, be 
was awoke by smart blow on the shoulder, and on looking aboat 
him he discovered a cecoanat, a knife, and a looking glass; that 
on casting his his eye on the giass, he became sensible of the 
presegoe of Bhyroo, whe called apon him to proceed to Oonpcar 
and secrifice himself, telling bim he had already performed the 
sacrifice several times, and that this was the last time he would 
called apen. 

The victim was not attended by any Bramio, neither did 
any individual of that caste aselet at the ceremony. On the 
morning fixed for his immolation, he was at the temple of 
Bhyroo carly, and after going through some customary ceremo- 
nice and offering some moocy to the Representation of his 
Deity (a hage stone smeared with red paint.) he prepared te as- 
cead the Rock ; at thia moment another attempt was made to fe- 
duce him to relinquish bie design, bet without effect; aad he 
meved away with « frm and rapid step, aad ina fow misentes be 
appeared en the briek ef the precipice, and alter making some 
wild gesticulations te the crowd below, he cast down the eoces- 
nut, giass, and keife, then stepping hack a few paces, rushed for 
ward, and springing iate air eas in a moment precipitated te the 
bottom and dashed to pieces. Toes fell another victim te Hin 
doe superstition, displaying rough the whele of the appalling 
acene a firmness and devotion worthy ef a better cause, ' 

These sacrifices ace of {cequent ocogrrence al Oopear, and about 
the same time as this last iook place, aseother victim was prepar- 
ing to devote himself to the same fell Deity, by burying himself 
alive at Bhyroephur acar Ougein 

Thoa homan heings of both sexes and all ages daily fal 
victims to the erve! superstition which boids ber tires re'e over 
the miads of so large a portion of the inhabitants of this besight 
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ed country. Tender méthers are torn from their children ana 
given to the Games which are kindled by the baods of their frat 
‘bern. Fanatics devote themselves te the most horrid deaths oc 
penances, aad on every sido you meet the most disgusting ob.

The next witoces who appeared was the widow of the deceased, « 
most interesting and beaatifel young Rajepoot woman, sbout the age of 
fifteen years ; on recognizing her husband she was immediately abserb- 
edin tears; her loud lamentations excited the pity and compassion of 
the large assemblage of persons who were present—on being desired te 
compose herself and be seated—she deposed that she wes the wife of 
the deceased, that bis name was Newell Sing a Rajapoot, that they had 
been married eight ydare and during that time had lived very happily 
together, that they had been only one mosth io Bomby and were stran- 
gers lo the place—they bed come from Breach; the deceased had 
mot any ee or dispate with any person—that they lived wear 
Dobetatiah, that about six days before she had gone from home; 
with her husband's victosts in the morning te Mr. Hoti’s Tents on the 
Esplanade, in whose service her hurband was — that on enqniring for the 
deceased she was informed he bad gone home the night before—she hed 
afterwards enquired at the chekies if har husband was a prisoner any 
where, and was told he was not—ne person had ever attempted to se- 
duce ber from her husbagd, or made her any presents —the jewels on her 
persen she bad brewght from Broach, she lives with her brother in Bom- 
bay who lets oat carts to hire—ber brother bas been in Bombay « long 
time—she hed no quarrel with her hasband, nor did her husband ever 
accuse her of improper conduct —he did not wear any jewels about his 
person, Here the evidesce closed. The Coroner observed te the Jury 
in summing ap, that had the deceased been foundin the ditch with his arms 
and feet loose, there might perhaps have been seme probability te con. 
clade that he had come te his deat by accident, though even mich a 
conclasion woold have bees denbifal, as the water in the place where 
he was found was only three feet deep; bet the ligetares which Bégnd 
his members together, Yo pe the means of bis death beyond a deakt — 
He (the Coroner) hed felt some denbt whether be should be justified in 
holding an inquest ever a body which from its offensive state conld searce-
